I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  niy  fifth  iinnual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  196I, 

The  most  obvious  occurrence  during  the  year  uas  the 
fall  in  population  from  23,100  the  previous  year  to  22,220^'  The  nuiaber"  ><• 
of  deaths  fron  a.11  causes  uas  305,  a  death  rate  of  13.7  slightly  higher 
tlian  the  ne.tional  rate  of  12,0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  84^  of 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age,  and  the  greatest 
killing  disease,  was  hoo.rt  disease.  There  v;ere  5  deaths  of  infants 
under  1  year  of  age,  an  infa.nt  mortality  of  15.6.  There  were  320 
births,  a  birth  rate  of  13.4  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared 
with  the  national  rate  of  17.4,  there  'was  an  increase  of  15  births 
over  deaths. 


i\n  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  jrear  caused  328 
cases  to  bo  notified,  in  addition  there  were  28  Y/hooping  Cough,  12 
Scarlet  Fever,  4  Pneumonia,  1  Food  Poisoning,  7  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  2  N on- Pulmonary,  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  Poliomyelitis,  and  to  ensure  that  this  happy  state  continues  to 
exist  it  is  necessary  to  stress  to  parents  the  need  for  protective 
imi'-iunisation  and  vaccination.

Tho  aiunbor  of  r.iilk  soxiplcs  is  vorj  substantio.!,  as  the 
i.iajority  of  those  have  boon  to.kon  for  convonionco  on  arrival  at  tho 
mjor  collecting  and  pasteurising  dairy  nhich  is  situo-tod  in  tho 
district.  Of  the  foregoing  samples  6  ;;orc  deficient  in  fat,  46 
v:crc  deficient  in  solids  non-fat  and  6  were  deficient  in  both  fat 
and  solids  non-fo.t.  All  of  these  deficiencies  v/erc  found  to  be  due 
to  natural  causes  a.nd  advice  'Jc.z  rendered  to  the  producers  accordingly. 


One  sasplo  of  slireddcd  beef  suet  vas  found  to  be 
in  fat  and  a  warning  \7as  issued  to  the  mnuf o-cturers ,  The 
sanples  w'cre  satisfactory.

A  weaning  -nas  issued  to  a  dairycan  with  regard  to  the  supply 
of  school  r.iilk  in  a  bottle  \;hich  was  affected  vfith  algae  growth. 


A  further  v/arning  \ic.3  issued  to  the  supplier  of  fish  to  a 
school,  the  fish  being  affected  'v/ith  woaiis  (filaria  bicolor)  v;hich 
are  typical  therein.  In  addition  the  contract  was  cancelled, 

171  samples  of  nilk  were  ta.ken  for  biological  cjcaj.aination 
of  v.iiich  l6  were  from  producers /retailers  of  rosw  tuberculin  tested 
milk.  No  samples  shovrod  evidence  of  tuberculosis  but  7  samples  shovrcd 
positive  evidence  of  brucella  abortus.  6  of  those  -.lore  taken  from 
supplies  which  aero  normally  subject  to  pas tcuris action,  a.pa.rt  fran 
that  v/hich  maybe  consLuied  by  the  i:)roducers  or  their  eieployocs  who 
were  notified  of  the  dangers  of  consa.'Ang  infected  eiilk.  The  remining 
sample,  v/hich  was  positive  for  brucella  abortus,  was  ta.ken  from  a 
producer/retailer  and  this  was  follov;ed  by  procuring  individual 
samples  from  each  covr,  and  the  infected  vniiavl  -..'as  elA:Anabed  accordingly.

Dry  Refuse. 


Donestic  refuse  is  collected  tliroughout  the  si:i;ty  -  nine  (69) 
parishes  by  means  of  one  16/13  cubic  irard  Diesel  S  &  D  Pore  and  .'ift, 
and  tliree  ten  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicles. 

There  is  a  once  weekly  collection  in  seven  parishes  and  once 
every  three  week  collection  in  the  rei.iaining  sixty  -  tv/o  (62)  pou'ishes. 

Some  Pa.rish  Councils  are  requesting  a  more  frequent  refuse 
service,  but  this  cannot  be  e.ccomplishcd  unless  the  Council  purchases 
another  modern  large  Fore  and  /ift  refuse  vehicle.  Too  much  time  is 
lost  7;ith  (a)  small  loo.ded  ref^ise  vehicles  in  visiting  the  scattered 
disposal  tips,  o.nd  (b)  looso^ullcy  combustible  material  causing  delay 
due  to  triirning. 

Finding  suitable  sites  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  is  nearly 
iicpossible,  particularly  in  the  Pen  and  Z.iarsh  areas. 

In  order  to  avoid  unauthorised  duieping  in  the  villages, 
perreission  is  given  at  Council's  refuse  tips  to  ipersons  who  desire  to 
remove  an  accuinulation  of  refuse  from  their  presiises,  when  the  w'orlcnen 
are  at  the  site  and  ca.n  supervise  the  unloading.

The  Council  cnploy  tliree  800  gallon  capacity  cesspool 
vehicles.  During  the  year  these  vehicles  dealt  vdth  1,107  cesspools. 

In  aaaition  to  chis  i,-orlc,  cesspool  emptying  takes  place  at  the  various 
public  conveniences  along  tlic  coasta.l  parishes,  v/here  public  sewers  are 
not  availaole.  The  vehicles  also  assist  in  the  renoval  of  Ti/aste  sludge 
at  Duolin's  Holioay  Gcaip,  Ingolduells,  and  Clover  Dairies,  rfillougliby, 
and  a.ttention  at  the  various  sewage  works  at  Spilsby,  last  Kirkby, 
Sticlosey  and  Chapel  St.  Leonards,  o.nd  s:.iall  Council  housing  Sites,  Pail 
closets  o.re  euptied  t’,7ico  wceklj’’  a.t  premises  and  ceoap  sites  at  jjiderby, 
Chapel  St.  Leonards  and  Ingold^. tells,  and  once  >7oekly  at  Burgh- le-iie.rsh, 
Wainf leet-_.ll-Saints  and  haiiilTloct-St . -ihry. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  free  cesspool 
service  was  inaugurated,  enabling  donestic  prenises  to  receive  a  free 
service  once  every  t'.;o  yea.rs.  If  the  person  desires  their  cesspool 
to  be  emptied  during  the  two  year  period  .and  a  free  service  has  been 
given,  a.  charge  of  one  pound  (H )  is  made.  For  business  premises,  a 
payment  of  throe  pounds  ( C3)  is  required. 


The  income  derived  from  emptying  cesspools  and  removal 
of  waste  sludge  a.t  private  a.nd  business  premises  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £1,913  :  19  :  1.

Associa.tod  '.rith  the  ease  of  travel  and  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  visitors  at  coastal  resorts,  recent  publicity 
lias  created  public  interest  as  to  ;7hether  crude  sev/agtj  or  part 
treatment  of  sowa.ge  is  discha.rgod  in  the  sea  some  distance  from 

the  beach. 


Follo'.Ting  aiuciety  on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  the 
public  health  service  as  to  the  possible  danger  of  bathing  in  sea  water 
contaminated  by  the  discho.rgc  of  sewage  effluent  either  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  sea.,  a  Research  Committee  investigated  the  medical 
and  ba.ctoriological  a.spocts  of  sewage  contamination  of  bathing  beaches 
on  the  coasts  of  England  and  "ales. 

Your  Council's  Officers  kept  observation  on  this  part
